LONDON, Aug. 7.—David Lloyd 
George, the British prime minister, 
today In a speech in the House of 
Commons reviewed extensively the 
war situation. He referred particu- 
larly to what had been ‘accomplished 
in the recent drive by the Allied 
forces on the Soissons-Rheims salient, 
to the destruction of German subma- 
rines, of which 150 had been account- 
ed for since the war began—more 
than half of these in the last year— 
and the part the Americans now were 
playing and would play later in the 
fight for the cause of democracy. 
“He would be a sanguine man on 
the German general staff who would 
now predict that Germany could ob- 
tain a military decision this year,” the 


premier declared, as he characteriz- 
ed Marshal Foch's counter-offensive 
as “the most brilliant in the annals 
of the war.” 

Reverting to peace, Mr. Lioyd 


George said the people who had made 
the war still were in evidence and 
could have no peace so long as they 
were predominant in councils of the 
enemy. 

Mr. Lloyd George referred to the 
part the British navy had played in 
the war, and said until all the Allies 
were defeated at sea Cermany could 
never triumph. 

When Great Britain decided to 
throw her whole weight into the war 
four years ago, he continued, she did 
60 because of an outrags on inter- 
national rights. Had she not taken 
this decision the whole course of the 
war would have been different.

Navy's Marvellous Growth 
“When the war began,” said Mr. 


Lloyd George, “the British navy, then 
the largest in the world, represented 
a tonnage of two and a half million, 
Now, including the auxiliary fleet, it 
is eight million. Were it not for this 
increase the seas might be barred for 
the commerce of the world. Every 
trade route of the world is ‘patrotied 
by its ships.” 

The premier then referred to the 
other activities of the navy, such as 
convoying, patrolling, 


mine sweeping and the _ chasing of 
submarines. It was here that he said 
150 Germans submarines had been| 


destroyed, more than half of them in 
the last year. 

“During June alone,” the premier 
continued, “British naval ships steam- 
ed eight million miles. To this must 
be added the efforts of the mercantile 
marine, which is now a branch of the 
British navy, and whose men face the 
same dangers, carrying for the Allies 
as weli as for themselves most of the 
American troops that have so vali- 
antly acquitted themselves in recent 
battles. 

“I wonder how many people under- 
stand the number of men required to 
man and maintain the British navy 
and mercantile marine? There are at 
least 1,600,000, probably 800,000 or 
900,000 of whom are of military age. 
There was an attempt to comb out 
some of these men, but it was found 
impossible, for to do so will be let- 
ting down the Briticn fleet, and to let 
down the British fleet is to let down 
the Allies.” 

“I wish to point out the necessity of 
not impairing in the slightest degree 
the efficiency, strength and growth of 
the British navy and mercantile ma- 
rine. During the past two years Ger- 
many did make two distinct at- 
tacks to force a decision—one on the 
land and the other on the sea. The 
one on the land might have been dis- 
astrous, but the sea offensive, if it had 
succeeded, would have been final. 
If the submarines had succeeded our 
armies in France would have withered 
away. No Americans could have 
come over to assist us and the French 
troops. Ammunition could not have 
been shipped and we could not have 
sent the necessary coal and materials 
to enable France and Italy to manu- 
facture munitions, 

“If France, Italy and Great’ Bri- 
tain were threatened with starvation 
the war would have been over before 
this stage had been reached. 
wish’ to minimize in the least the great 
assistance rendered by the American, 
French, ltalian and Japanese fleets, 
but the British fleet is so incompar- 
ably greater and its operations are 
on a seale of such greater magnitude 
that I must digress especially upon 
this point. lis importance and the 
immensity of its efforts in the war 
should be realized. 

“The American naval mission which 
came over recently saw a great deal 
of the effort of the British navy and 
was immensely struck with hteh vast- 
ness of the work we are doing

German Army's Objective 


“The German army's objective was 
to obtain a military decision this year 
before the American army could come 
up, first of all by severing the two 
armies and then attacking the separ- 
ated French and British forces. 

“We must understand the enemy 
plan in order to realize what the valor 
of the British army achieved 
two objects had been obtained, the 
American forces could not have arriy- 
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ed in time to save the French army. 
That was the German _ calculation, 
Let us not forget in the light of what 
happened afterwards that it was not 
such an impossible effort. 

“How did the German plans pros- 
per? There had been four and q half 
months of such fighting as never be- 
fore was seen on the face of the 
globe. What happened, At first the 
German army achieved considerable 
success and we had many anxious mo- 
ments—very anxious moments—those 
who knew most about the situation 
were the most anxious. Our losses 
were considerable in men, in material 
and also in prisoners, 

“The second German blow might 
well have overwhelmed the British 
army, but before the battle was over, 
in a fortnight’s time, 260,000 men 
were thrown across the channel, and 
in a month's time 355,000. Every gun 
lost had been put back and every ma- 
chine gun replaced. Not merely had 
the deficiency been supplied, but the 
number had beey increased. 

“At this moment there are more 
guns and more machine guns’ with 
the army in France than ever before. 
It was the first German miscalcula- 
tion. They caleulated that we could 
not do it. 

“We owe a debt of gratitude to 
section of the press for misleading the 
enemy. They led the Germans to be- 
lieve that we had not been able to 
make up the deficiency and the Ger- 
mans made their plans accordingly. 

“They hit here, they hit in the 
| south, in the centre and in the north, 
where they thought they were destroy- 
ing the British army with nothing be- 
hind it. In six weeks they were hurled 
back and forced to stand still by the 
British; they were defeated in two of 
the most sanguinary battles of the 
war; they were left with unhealthy 
salients under the fire of our guns and 
with an extended line. 

“Their purpose was to overwhelm 
the British army; they declared it 
and they announced it in their inspir- 
ed press, but on May 1, they left us 
to go south to make another attack, 
for it could not be done in the north. 
Mt w one” vf thre -finest ( thinge “in 
tenacious yalor in the whole history 
of the British empire. 

“Only a great emergency could have 
justified the sending of lads of eigh- 
teen and a half years, with only a few 
months’ training, to France. When 
they arrived there they went straight 
to the front and as soon as they were 
there they had to face the veterans 
and the victorious troops of the enemy. 
But no veterans ever fought with 
greater steadfastness than these lads 
who helped to save the cause of the 
Allies from disaster. 

“After the enemy's experience in 
that six weeks of fighting, although 
|} we know what the plan was, the Brit- 
|ish army was not attacked for three 
or four months, The Germans may 
come again, but that will be because 
they have failed elsewhere. 

“T wish to give warm recognition to 
the assistance the French gave in 
these operations. After May 1, the 
Germans turned off and attacked the 
French. They won a_ preliminary 
success on a considerable scale, but 
not merely have they been forced to a 
standstill by Marshal Foch, but his 
counter-stroke, the most brilliant in 
the annals of the war-—has driven 
back the enemy. The danger is not

“In analyzing the elements of the 
Allied success, stress should be placed 
on the rapidity with which the British 
made their losses and the rapidity in 
which the American troops were 
brought over. These two matters 
were essential parts of the German 
miscalculations, In July 805,000 
American troops were brought over, 
185,000 of them in British ships. 

“Everybody knows how gallantly 
the Americans fought. They fought 
with a trained skill which no one had 
a right to expect. The officers showed 
a skilled knowledge in the manage- 
ment of the men under trying con- 
ditions which one could hardly ex- 
pect from men who had not had a 
year’s experience in war, 

“Another element of success was 
the united command which was 
achieved only after a long struggle. 
There js no generalissimo in the strict 
sense of the word. What has been 
achieved was a unity of strategic com- 
mand which has answered every pur- 
pose, as the Germans know to their 
cost.

ATHENS, Aug. 7—Buigaria ts en- 
gaged in a peace offensive synchroniz- 
ing with the German movement in the 
same direction, according to Alexan- 
der Carapanos, former Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. She is playing par- 
ticularly upon the friendly sentiment, 
at least in a part of Great Britain and 
the United States, he asserts. 

“The rumors of a possible about 
face on the part of Bulgaria have been 
confirmed by M. Michalakopoulos, our 
minister of agriculture, who has re- 
turned from London, whither he went 
on a special mission,” declares M. 
Carapanos, in an interview printed in 
the Messenger of this city. 

“Bulgaria is employing her old 
method of blackmailing her allies in 
order to obtain the largest sections of 
the territories of her neighbor and is 
exploiting the eternal philo-Bulgar 
illusion in America and England, a 
proceeding which has been employed 
particularly of late.” 

M. Carapanos recalls the ‘‘deplor- 
able consequences of the illusions 
among the Entente nations In the past, 
which weakened the confidence of 
Greece in the Entente.” He says: 
“Three years of war hhve shown clear- 
ly the artful and brutal policy of Bul- 
garia, as well as her ardent militarism, 
the purpose of which is to accorh- 
plish destruction and to gain ultimate 
dominion by violence. It !s to be 
hoped that by this time the powers 
know how to appreciate at its true 
value the pretended repentance of 
Bulgaria.” 

He lays stress on the necessity for 
the smaller Balkan allies seeing this 
question clarified.

“T believe,” he 


continues, “that I 
interpret the ardent wish of the 
Greek people, that it be no longer 
permitted to catch a glimpse of the 
unhappy possibility of an insane bar- 
gaining to assure the predominance 
of a predatory race which already has 
under its talons Greek, Roumanian and 
Serbian populations.

Thermometer Attains a Point Not 
Even Approached Since 
Year 1881. 


Washington, Aug. 6—High temper- 
ature records that have marked the | 
limits of heat waves during all the 
periods of the official observation in 
the northeastern quarter of the United 
States were broken today, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore, by weather bureau 
thermometers registered a tempera- 
ture of 106 degrees, a point not even 
approached by the mercury since 1881 
and not reached then. In Detroit, 
Mich,, Harrisburg, Pa., and Toledd, 
Ohio, with temperatures of 104, new 
records were established as did Scran- 
ton, Pa., and Cleveland, Ohio, which 
each officialy registered 100. 

These were the findings of cool 
and cloistered instruments in the 
weather bureau's minerets.  Instru- 
ments set closer to the baking pave- 
ments of city streets everywhere 
showed the mercury mounting to 
heights officially unbelievable and im- 


possible. On Pennsylvania avenue, 
in the national capital, one of the 
weather bureau's own instruments 


during the day, marked 114 degrees, 

Small hope for immediate relief 
from the eastern territory was seen 
tonight by the experts who study the 
curving map lines and cast the daily 
climatic horoscope. It was said, how- 
ever the heat should slowly abate 
during the next two days over most 
of the area now affected. The hot 
wave owes its existence, weather bur- 
eau officials says, to an area of low 
barometeric pressure which has been 
moving languidly from west to east

AGREE TO REFER

MONTREAL, Aug. 7.—By an agree- | 
ment signed this afternoon between 
jthe six great railway brotherhoods 
jand the Canadian railway war board, 
all railway labor disputes which can- 
not be settled between the men and 
the officers of the individual roads, 
whether regarding wages or working 
| conditions, will be finally -weferred to 
| the railway labor board of Canada. 

This board consists now of six la- 
bor leaders,.one zur wach of the bro- 
therhoods, and six railway executives. 
Their decision on any matter referred 
to them will bind, on the one hand, 
the labor thus represented, and, on the 
other hand, the Canadian railways. 
In case of disagreement the board 
will choose a referee, and if a referee 
cannot be agreed upon the Governor 
General in council, through the Min- 
ister of Railways and Canals, will be 
asked to make the appointment.

According to the report submitted 
the Board of Directors of the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association by 
Manager Stark at the meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the 1918 exhibition 
netted a profit of $20,000. This is not 
taking into account administration ex- 
penses. Several very pertinent sug- 
gestions were made by the manager 
and directors for the better conduct 
of the next year's exhibition but in- 
fluencing almost all of them was the 
necessity for greater apace, and the 
proximity of the East End Park seem- 
jed to make this possible, since in the 
estimation of the directors, the park 
| could be used as euch the year round 
with the exception of exhibition week, 
The taking in of the park would 
;mean that the automobiles could be 
accommodated with practically no dis- 
arrangement to the pedestrain traffic, 
as was the case this year. It was 
| a§reed that the number of automobiles 
,each year would increase rather than 
| decrease, and it was considered a move 
in the right direction if a small rk 
could be reserved for people who drive 
in with their families from the coun- 
try, and could just rent tents and 
camp right there. It would induce 
many people to come who ‘woul 
Otherwise feel that the expenee of 
hotel accommodation was more than 
they could afford for the family and 
also it would insure accommodation 
for these people where otherwise they 
would not be sure of getting a com- 
fortable bed in this time of crowds. 
The problem of congestion of automo- 
biles this year was considered a se:i- 
ous one and requiring remedy before 
another year, 


Better entrance facilities were re- 
garded by the manager as another 
improvement necessary before another 
year and also more espace for the 
machinery exhibit, All of these would 
pretty well take care of themselves 
if the property adjacent were included 
in the grounds, It was suggested also 
that with the O14 Mill and the roller 
coaster at the grounds, the city might 
profit by this arrangement also as 
the street cars would naturally take 
in a bigger season's receipts. 

Women Workers Praised 

Much praise was given to the hos- 
pital and baby check room which was 
managed by the St. John Ambulance 
Overseas Brigade, under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Lucas. Between 800 and 
900 babies were cared for at the depot 
during the five days of the exhibition 
and of thease over thirty were between 
the ages of two weeks and five months. 
As many as 200 were there at one 
time. 

Fifty-one cases were cared for in 
the hospital. Here Dr. G. L. William- 
son and a staff of V.A.D.s were in 
attendance all the time and every sort 
of emergency case was brought in 
during the week. The entire cost of 
this service was about $110 all told. 
Among the more serious cases treated 
‘was one with scalded feet, one frac- 
tured wrist, one wounds and frac- 
tured leg, one horse bite (a man losing 
half of his ear), one of gun-shot 
wounds, three heart cases, one case of 
shock from being run over by an 
auto. Some of those who received 
service gave in donations which 
amounted in all to $93.25,

Federal Government Blamed for 
Manner in Which Situation 
Handled. 


Just now there is absolutely noth- 
ing doing in the coal business and this 
situation has developed to such an 
extent that the mines are practically 
stagnant for want of orders. 

The Twin City Coal Co. mine is 
observing a week's holiday and other 
mines are in more or less the same 
state because they have not sufficient 
work to keep them going. 

In spite of the warnings that have 
been issued to the general public the 
majority of people are not stocking 
coal and they are putting off buying 
as long as possible. 

In view of the fact that there had 
been talk of prices going down by rea- 
son of more teams and men being 
available this winter, the question was 
put to a well known mine official as 
to whether there was any possibility 
of this happening. 

“There is not the least chance of 
prices going down,” was the reply, 

‘so long as the wages remain as they 
are. And the introduction of the 
unions into the district discounts the 
fluctuations of wages. Even now Ed- 
monton coal is being sold cheaper 
than Drumheller coal on the same 
wage basis.” 

Alluding to the coal business having 
gone flat, blame was attached to the 
lack of definiteness with which the 
coal situation had been handled by 
the Dominion government. 

In everything that had been done 
in reapect to the east be!ng encour- 
aged to buy western coal there had 
been some sort of rider which has dis- 
counted the suggestions.

| It is estimated that those who have 
not already made arrangements for 
their roughage will have to depend on 
the green feed and there has been a 
tendency to hold off in thie regard. 
Buyers and sellers do not seem able 
to get together so that according to 
Mr. Meyers there is a strong tendency 
on th@part of the farmere with tle 
frozen grain not to cut. This means 
in many cases that the straw will bo 
useless when it is cut. 

Some of the southern men are t- 
turning to the city now feeling very 
pleased after having made a satisfac- 
tory trip out in search of feed. 


WANEKVILL MAN 
FINED AT EDMONTON 


Threw Axe at Ray Lilloe, Accord- 
ing to Story Told in Police 
Court 


In the provincial police court on 
Wednesday, Magistrate W. B. Hughes 
presiding, William Buster, of Kanek- 
vill, Alta., pleaded uilty to the 
charge of asseulting Ray Lilloe, and 
was fined $15 and costs. 

Iilloe, the complainant, and chief 
witness in the case, clleged that on 
going to the accused's farm one even- 
ing, Buster threatened to shoot and 
kill the compleinant. Buster, while 
the complainant was in his yard, 
picked up an axe and, swinging it, 
took good aim, let it fly with full 
force at the head of the complainant. 
Lilloe ducked his head, avoiding what 
might have been a fatal stroke, and 
the axe fell nine or ten feet behind 
him. Buster next took aim him 
with a etone, according to the etate- 
ment of Lilloe. It appears also that 
the accused stated to a neighbor a 
year ago that he would shoot Lilloe 
and cut out his heart. The complain- 
ant did not feel safe while such 
threats were in the air. A fine being 
imposed by Magistrate Hughes, the

Council Wished Permission To 
Raise Million Dollars; 
$640,000 Allowed. 


The Board of Utility Commissioners 
for the province has riven permission 
for the city to issue five-year deben- 


tures to the extent of $640,000, secur- 
ed on the 1917 tax arrears. 

Tho application by the city was for 
permission to issue one million, but the 
commissioners cut down the amount 
to the figure stated above. 

A part of these debentures will be 
taken by the school board in carrying 
out their undertaking of last year to 
buy city stock with their capital 
money, and the greater portion of the 
remainder will be taken up by the 
sinking fund trustees. 

Mayor Evans says that he ie con- 
fident that the city is going to get 
along alrieht financially until the new 
taxes dDegin to come in. 

There is only one small loan to ma- 
ture this year in addition to what have 
been disposed of, and there will be 
funds to teke care of this when the 
time arrives. As a matter of fact, 
there was a surplus remaining when 
the loans which fell due recently had 
been dealt with.

CASE ADJOURNED

Wilfrid Boucher, Whose Case

The hospital contains thirty- 
five beds and there are at present 
twenty-five patients drawn from all 
parts of the province. 

The rooms are large, airy and well 
lighted. The hospital has an operat- 
ing room and there are bath rooms on 
each floor There is @ large garden 
in which are grown most of the veg- 
etables used in the establishment. 
There are also a number of cows kept 
which supply most of the milk re- 
quired by the patients and staff, 

In 1914 the provincial government 
approached the hospital management 
with the request that they undertake 
the care and treatment of adult in- 
curables, and also that of fesbtw- 
minded children of the province.

on what damage the police have

they came into official contact dur- | 
ing the proceedings, but say very 
little about what the rioters were 
doing, or attempting to do, when 
the police interfered with their ac- 
tivities, This sort of censorship is 
just as wise as what we have been 
getting ever since the war began. 
There are disorderly elements in 
every city, ready to use the legiti- 
mate grievances of honest men as 
a foundation for trouble-making, 
without regard to consequences. 
Toronto no doubt has its full share 
of such citizens. When disorder 
has broken out there it would be 
best for the censorship to let the 
facts be stated and the merits of 
the case be known. 

As the matter stands at present 
disorder in other cities is being en- 
couraged by the lack of definite- 
ness in the reports coming from 
Toronto. It is not clear which 
side the authorities are on. Whe- 
ther troops are being brought from 
Niagara to defend citizens gener- 
ally from the rioters, or to defend 
the rioters from the city police.

(a) Establishing a moratorium for 
the farmers who have suffered severe- 
ly from hail or frost. If this is not 
done the big corporations and mort- 
gage companies will most assuredly 
—in the collection of their accounts— 
seize by distress the last horse in de- 
fiance of any exemption law. The 
farmers having Increased their cul- 
tivated area cannot afford to lose any 
horse power. 

(b) Securing some seed wheat at 
once as the supply of seed wheat 
fitted for this northern district is very 
limited.

Our Enormous Fire Loss 


Canada’s Annual Waste Greater Than That 


Civilized 


From The Economist. 

Our fire waste is increasing, al- 
though it has now reached $2.73 for 
every man, woman and child, and is 
ldrger than that of any other civilized 
country in the world, These facts are 
brought out by the report of the com- 
mission on conservation of fire waste 
in Canada, just published, The com- 
mission polnts out that this waste is 
sapping the economic vitality of the 
country, and the immediate adoption 
of compulsory fire prevention meas- 
ures is necessary. The investigation 
further revealed the fact that the ex- 
pense of conducting fire insurance 
companies in Canada is unduly high, 
and that there are abuses in the pre- 
sent ugency system which ‘call for 
correction. 

The report says that since confed- 
eration the fire loss in Canada, ex-

This, it continues, gives food for 
thought, when it is remembered that

Since the estab- 
lishment of government insurance in 
New Zealand in 1905 the rates on 
mercantile risks have been reduced 
10 per cent. and on dwellings 33 1-3 
per cent. The report claims that in- 
surance agents in Canada are paid a 


commission of slightly over 20 .per 
cent. on the average, which is con- 
sidered a large expenditure. It is, 


also stated that the number of agents 
is excessive, making necessary higher 
cogumission than is economically de- 
sirable.

GEORGE the FIFTH, by the Grace of G

To all to whom these presents shall come or whom the same may in any 
wise concern,—GREETING : 


A Proclamation of conditional amnesty respecting men belonging to 
Class 1 under the Military Service Act, 1917, who have disobeyed our 
Proclamation of 13th October, 1917, or their orders to report for duty, 
or are deserters or absent without leave from the Canadian Expedi- 


tionary Force. 


AND WE DO HEREBY STRICTLY 
WARN AND SOLEMNLY IMPRESS 
UPON ALL SUCH MEN, and as well those 
who employ, harbour, conceal or assist them 
in their disobedience, that, if they persist in 
their failure to report, absence or desertion 
until the expiry of the last mentioned day, 
they will be pursued and punished with all the 
rigour and severity of the law, SUBJECT TO 
THE JUDGMENT OF OUR COURTS 
MARTIAL WHICH WILL BE _ CON- 
VENED TO TRY SUCH CASES or other 
competent tribunals: and also that those who 
employ, harbour, concea] or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable as offenders 
and subject to the pains, penalties and forfei- 
tures in that behalf by law provided for their 
said offence.
